I feel that it would not be right to failin speaking a word of 
commendation of the retiring Clerk, Mr. Geo. L. Sleeper. Mr.S. 
has occupied the pesition continuously over 23 years, and those 
who have occasion to refer to the books of record will appreciate 
the vast improvements, in all respects, introduced and adhered to 
by him since his first entrance upon the duties of the office. Down 
to the time of the War of the Rebellion, the records of births, 
marriages and deaths are in a confused and unsatisfactory condi- 
tion, without index, and a great deal ef time and labor must be 
spent in looking up any event anterior to that period. Since 1863, 
however, Mr. Sleeper has carefully indexed everything, and eyi- 
dently hus been at great pains to preserve system, regularity and 
precision, all of which are so valuable in facilitating reference 
to the records of a growing town. Many of the most ancient 
books, being originally mere pamphlets, are gradually becoming 
timeworn, frayed and fragmentary, and it would not be unwise 
for the town to order the whole to be carefully re-written and 
bound in durable, modern covers for the benefit of future genera- 
tions, to whom these venerable documents might prove to be 
invaluable.

REMARKS OF THE SELECTMEN. 


Atits last annual meeting the town voted to accept an 
amended report of the Selectmen, this amendment requiring a 
reduction of the assets by the duplicated amount of  shoe- 
machinery tax, the sum of ten hundred and forty-eight ‘dollars 
and eighty cents. This amount was deducted in compliance with 
the vote, as shown in our summary of the year’s work. 

The overdraw of appropriation for abatement and collection 
of taxes is due to the fact that the abatements of 1885, reported 
in Collector Currier’s account, rendered March, 1886, was not 
included in the Selectmen’s account, no order having been drawn ; 
and its amount, three hundred and ninety-four dollars and ninety- 
five cents, had to be paid from the appropriation for 1886. 

In the employment of counsel for the trial of liquor eases it 
was agreed that only those cases which resulted in conviction by 
the Trial Justice should be paid for. Hence no fee has been paid 
to counsel for the cases which were not sustained before Justice 
Nutt. 


In presenting this report, the Selectmen do not feel called 
upon to make extended remarks, but present a simple statement 
of the year’s work, with ouly such explanations as seem to be 
needed to make it intelligible, and leave to each voter the task

This Report covers the time from April Ist, 1886, to March 
Ist, 1887. Previous to my appointment ‘(April Ist, 1886), 
there was no record kept, so I am not able to report the 
month of March, 1886. 

In regard to the necessity of the force and its efficiency. I 
will refer to the appended figures, which speak for themselves. 

At the beginning of the year, four police officers were put 
on regular duty. On April 24th C. W. Jennison, at Felch- 
ville, on duty half days. Henry A. Pray, at South Natick, 
was on duty alone until the 11th of June, when Patrick D. 
Sweeney was added to the force at that place, where he has. 
continued to date. Mr. Pray was retired Dec. 7th. 

At the Centre, Sidney Nason has been on duty from noon 
till midnight every day during the week, except Saturday 


nights,'when he has been relieved by Charles Holland and | 


Henry Howard. John H. Ford has served as night police 
from 6 P. M. till daylight. 

Tramps have not been very numerous, and they were 
mostly sent to the Town Farm.. Six persons in charge of 
the officers have been committed to the Worcester Insane 
Asylum.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


In accordance with custom the Board of Health here- 
with presents their report for the year ending March 2oth, 
1887. : 

It is gratifying to be able to record the general health of 
the town to be unprecedentedly good. As a community 
we have been spared the ravages. and destruction of any 
and all epidemics. And yet we must not close our eyes to 
the fact that in every large town sufficient danger always ex- 
ists to justify the use of those preventive measures which. 
common prudence itself would direct. 

A glance at the mortality reports of the preceding five 
years, although our town has been rapidly increasing in pop- 
ulation, shows the death record as follows :—

In all, 24 cases of contagious diseases have been report- 
ed to the Board the past year, viz.: Scarlet fever, 20; diph- 
theria, 4. 13 of the above cases of scarlet fever were report- 
ed from South Natick, and 7 from other parts of the town. 
No fatal cases have been returned. 

The Board has been called upon to devotea large amount 
of time to the discharge of its duties. In examining nui- 
sances and abating the same, they have made 115 calls, five 
of which were in So. Natick. 
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Number of cess-pools put in by their order, 25 

Number of cess- pools and sink-drains that were finding 
their way into the south arm of Pegan Brook(the 
only feeder of our water supply) and that have 
been removed, 19 

Number of privy vaults connecting directly with the 
same and ordered removed the lawful distance and 


cemented, 6 


With these conditions confronting us, if we would 
preserve the purity of our water supply the entire con- 
trol of a limited amount of land bordering on this brook 
should be assumed by the town. 


The old town reservoir in the rear of Reynolds’ shop, 


South Main street, which had so long been a source of dan- 
ger, not only from its accumulated filth, but from its entirely 
unprotected borders, was ordered filled: 
The brook crossing Willow street and running northerly 
and westerly to the Saxonville R. R., was ordered cleaned, 

widened and deepened by the property owners along the 
same, which was cheerfully and satisfactorily complied with. 

At the annnual meeting in March last, under article 15, 
$200 was appropriated for deepening and widening the south 
arm of Pegan Brook. In conformity with that vote the 
Board obtained surveys and made contracts with parties by 
which the whole work was satisfactorly accomplished at a 
cost of $147.25, leaving a balance of $52.75 unexpended. 

A petition was received, signed by S. K. Harriman and 
23 others, asking that a license be granted Milton E. Hall 
for the removal of the contents of cess-pools and privy vaults, 
and after examining his almost unexceptionable apparatus, 
the Board were happy to grant such license, not only as a 
just recognition of the considerable outlay, but because such 
apparatus could be operated at any hour of the day without 
giving offence tu the most fastidious. 

A petition was received, signed by S. P. Hand and 63 
other legal voters, asking the Board to “take prompt and ac- 
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31 


tive measures to remove causes that exist for the present ma- 
larial trouble in the town of Natick, and to secure such meas- 
ures to be adopted as will prevent its future recurrence.” 
After investigating the cause of complaint, a public hearing 
was given the petitioners in the Court room on the evening 
of Oct. 21st 1886. Subsequently, in connection with the 
State Board of Health and the Boston Water Board, a fur- 
ther thorough examination of the alleged causes was_ insti- 
tuted, and finding the Water Board ready and willing to 
adopt any course which might give promise of future protec- 
tion, the State Board relieved us of further responsibility by 
assuming control of the whole matter. 

It is recommended that the sum of one hundred dollars 
be appropriated to be used at the discretion of the Board. 


‘In disinfecting sink drains, privy vaults or cess-pools, we 


would recommend the free use of copperas in powder or in 
solution, or Whitney’s super carbolate of lime.

This subject has frequently been brought to the notice of the 
town. We think there is no subject connected with our Water 
Works, at the present time, which needs the attention of the town 
so much as the purity of our water supply, and we nave requested 
the Selectmen to insert an article in the Town Warrant to see if 
the town will give us any instructions. 


ENGINEERS. 


In July last Mr. F. M. Andrews, who had charge of the 
pumping station since the pumps were started in 1875, resigned 
his position as engineer. 

We received a number of applications for the position, some 
with experience and others without any practical knowledge in 
running water works pumps, except, perhaps, they had had charge 
of steam boilers and stationary engines. 

The difference in price was so small, considering the amount 
of property we had at risk, we decided to employ a man of expe- 
rience, and we think we made no mistake when we engaged Mr. 
H. F. Gibbs, of Plymouth, Mass.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The following annual report of the Natick Fire Department 
for the year ending January 31, 1887, we respectfully submit: 


The Fire Department remains in about the same condition that 


it was January 31, 1886, excepting the wear and tear of an- 


other year to the apparatas, hose, etc. As the appropriation 
would not admit of improvements of any kind, we have been 
obliged to refuse the members many necessaries that have been 
asked for, and which the engineers considered requisite. In the: 
year 1884 the engineers proposed to reduce the appropriation 
by $400, with the expectation of getting something towards a fire 
alarm, but instead, some who knew more than the engineers. 
about the expenses, and what was needed in the department, pro- 
posed to cut the appropriation still lower, ana did so. It may be 
eeonomy, but it will not pay in a partly paid department, for 


nothing will keep insurance at a low premium like an A1 fire’ | 


department. 

We expect Steamer No. 2 will be in its usual place by March 
10th with a new boiler and all the machinery in thorough repair. 
Our recommendations this year will be about the same as last, 
viz., to purchase more horses and change the lockup to make 
room for stable, and to grant $1000 over our appropriation as a. 
foundation for a fire alarm system, making the appropriation we 
request for this year $4800. 

At the last annual town meeting the engineers were authorized 
to see what could be done with regard to the lease of land for the 
engine house in South Natick, as the present lease expires this. 
year. The owners of the land on which it stands now have been 
interviewed, and they state that the property is for sale, and 
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decline to renew the lease, but gtarantee that the honse may stand 
there till the property is sold, and the engineers would recom- 
mend letting it remain for the present, as it cannot be removed 
without a good deal of expense.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The School Committee present the following report for 
year 1886-7. 


The schools have been in session for the usual number 
of weeks during the year, viz.: .The Primary and Intermedi- 
ate grades thirty-six weeks, the Grammar grades thirty-eight 
weeks, and the High school forty weeks. ‘The schools have 
been full and. the attendance save during the winter term 
has been usually good. During the winter the great preva- 
lence of inclement and severely cold weather caused a great 
irregularity in the attendance in the lower grades. The 
schools have been comparatively tree from sickness, and on 
the whole we can report a prosperous year. 

There has been nothing new or strange introduced, but 
the teachers and pupils have gone steadily on with their cus- 
tomary work, and with very satisfactory results in most cas- 
es. One school, Southville, was unfortunate in losing its 
teacher near.the midd’e of the fall term. Her successor, al- 
though a teacher of previous experience, was not successful 
in her management, and remained but a few weeks. At the 
beginning of the winter term the present teacher took charge, 
and matters have since changed much for the better. It was. 
with much regret that we parted with some of our best and 
most successful teachers, who resigned in the summer vaca- 
tion. Among these was Mrs. Laura S. Fay, who had taught 


os « 
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for twelve consecutive years in different grades, and who also 
served for three years as a member of the School Committee, 
being the first woman ever elected to that office in Natick. 
Miss Janet Fay and Miss Mattie I. Mead were also teachers 
greatly missed. . 

Many of our schools sufter from being too large, This 
is at present, and for a long time will be, unavoidable. To 
achieve the best results a teacher should not have more than 
about thirty pupils to teach. This gives the teacher time to 
look after the progress of each pupil, test his knowledge, re- 
move his difficulties, and furnish the spur to his interest and 
attention that direct personal daily contact gives. Up to 
forty pupils a school is still small enough for an apt teacher 
to handle with success; with fiity pupils it is a hard load to 
carry, and above filty makes it unwieldly. Some of our 
schools have sixty pupils and over. In judging the work and 
progress of such large schools, the size should be remember- 
ed and considered. 


BNLARGEMENT OF FELCHVILLE SCHOOE DOF 


At the last annual town meeting a vote was passed to 
purchase a half acre of land to enlarge the Felchville school 
Jot, provided the same could be obtained for five hundred dol- 
lars, and the School Committee were instructed to carry out 
the vote. In accordance therewith we purchased one-half 


acre of land of Ellen Denneen, the land being obtained in” 


such a manner as to enlarge the lot on the north and east 
sides. For this land the sum of five hundred dollars was 
paid. This was a long and greatly needed i..provement. 
The yard is now of a size suitable for a play ground for the 
pupils ; and the room gained on the east side of the lot ena- 
bled us to remove the out-houses to such a distance from the 
schoo! house as good sanitary regulations demand. This was 
money well and wisely spent. 
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REPAIRS. 


The primary school at Felchville had outgrown its ac- 
commodations, and it became necessary to furnish additional 
room. To provide this the northeast lower room, which had 
been long unused and become very dilapidated, was thorough- 
ly renovated in the summer vacation, and pnt in suitable con- 
dition for school use. It was seated for as many pupils,(about 
twenty-five) as was necessary to relieve Miss Boutwell’s (pri- 
mary) school, and in it the overflow from her room has been 
taught under her supervision by Miss Minnie Cupples, who is. 
in training for teacher’s work. 


New out-houses were also built. This we were glad to 
have the opportunity to do as the old ones had long passed 
the time of being fit to stand. We have been unwilling to 
erect new ones until we could place them farther from the 
building. 

New out-houses have also been built. at Walnut Hill, 
which were tully as badly needed as Felchville.. Here, al- 
though there was ample room, the old building, with custom- 
ary disregard of sanitary considerations that prevailed years 


ago, had been built close to the school building, adjoining it 


in fact. The old building was of no value, save for what lit- 
tle material in it that could be used in the new one. 

The Felchville and Southville schoo] houses have been 
painted outside and in, and the grammar room in the Centre 
building painted and grained. A great many small repairs 
have been made, but these are the only items large enough 
to require separate mention. ) 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL DIPLOMAS. 


We have adopted the plan of awarding diplomas to the 
graduates from the Grammar schools. This is anew departure, 
not having before been introduced inthis town. It seemed 


‘a wise thing and fair to the pupils to furnish them with a 
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permanent testimonial of their industry and success in their 
studies, and of their good character. These will doubtless 


be useful to them many times, as a proof of their standing with 


their teachers and with the Committee, and will save them 
the trouble of obtaining certificates of the facts which the 
diploma shows. This practice prevails in many towns, and 
had been for some time under consideration. The expense 
is small, and more than repaid by stimulating diligence in at- 
tendance. work and good conduct. It gives to the fact of 
graduation a greater significance, and incites in the pupils a 
laudable ambition to secure this public witness to their char- 
acter and acquirements. Its good effect was very manifest at 


the first trial. It also takes the place of a further special ex-’ 


amination for admission to the High school. 
PHYSIOLOGY (AND HYGIENE. 


This problem, though we have been discussing 
and thinking about it for a year and more, has not yet 


been solved, and from the numerous letters of inquiry re-_ 


ceived from other Committees, and from superintendents, 


_ we infer we are not the only ones whom the question puzzles. 
. . . hd 
It is easy enough to say ‘“ Why, put it like any other study. 


But the results in some places where that summary and sim- 
ple plan. has been adopted have not been brilliant. The mar- 
ket is full of books, each of which is declared by those who 
have it to sell to be “ especially adapted to meet the require- 
ments of the law,’ and furthermore warranted with clamorous 
coufidence to be the “very best book in the whole world.” 
But a satisfactory book for the lower grades of pupils we have 
not yet seen. 

The first books hurriedly prepared to catch the market and 
get possession of the field were mostly crude and chaotic— 
some mere trash—unfit for the hands of pupils or any other 
place except the paper mill. The later books are better, and 


in time suitable books and suitably adapted will come and 
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then the matter will be easy. The book makers have not yet 
mastered the situation. To adopt’a book and insist on a pro- 
cess of merciless and thought-deadening cramming of the 
memory with words to which little or no meaning would be 
associated in the pupil’s mind is something we are slow to 
do. When we can see a way that promises any adequate re- 
turn for the time, labor and expense involved in following it, 
we shall not hesitate a moment to put in practice. In the 
Grammar grades and in the High School the matter is thor- 
oughly taught. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


This school, though not so full as last year, has been in 
much better working condition. Though not so large as last 
year, it is still as large as can be advantageously dealt with 
with the present facilities. Last year there were four class 
es, this year but three. Also the class entering in Septem- 
ber was considerably smaller than the classes of the two or 
three preceding years. Nearly as large a proportion of the 
pupils graduating from the Grammar Schools entered the 
High School as in preceding years, but the number graduat- 
ing from the Centre school was less than for two or three 


years’ before. 


As we, after trial, decided at the close of the last school 
year to return to a three years’ course of study, and as this 
action caused some criticism, it seems proper to state our 
reasons for such action. We found, first of all, that four reg- 
ular classes in the school, each class so large as to necessi- | 


tate dividing it into sections for recitation, so crowded the time 
that everything must be done ina hurry. Now this is ruin- 
ous. Pupils must have fz#ze—time to think, time to express 
their thoughts, time to ask questions on points they do not 


understand, if they are to get any clear ideas about the sub- 
jects they are engaged upon. If there are things that can be 
well done in a hurry, recitation of lessons is not one of them. 
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It became necessary also to shorten the periods of recitation 
in order that the lessons might be heard at all. This of 


_ course made the matter worse. This constant hurry was an 


evil felt by all through the year. Then the large room was 
not large enough to seat all the pupils, and they had to be 
distributed in the recitation rooms. This, though undesira- 
ble, was not so very serious a matter. We became convinced .- 
that the pupils could not be properly taught unless we em- 
ployed another teacher, This we did not feel like doing at 
present. It may seem to those not familiar with the re- 
guirements of the school that four teachers ought to be able 
to give all the instruction demanded by four classes. If 
such would give one day to an inspection of the school and 
its working, they would be able to appreciate the amount of 
work there is to be done, and they would see that three 
classes fully fill the time of the four teachers. In addition to 
these reasons for a change, many parents complained that 
they could not afford to keep their children in the school 
four years, and still were desirous that they should finish 
some complete course and graduate. Not to mention other 
considerations, these seemed to us of sufficient importance to 
warrant the change. A four years’ course is not too long for 
the best good of the pupils, and we were very reluctant to 
give it up; but after full deliberation we deemed it the wisest 
thing to do under the circumstances. We have not seen rea- 
son to change our opinion. 


There have been in the school during the year one hun- 
dred and one pupils. A class of thirty-four entered in Sep- 
tember, and has been making good progress in their stud- 
ies. The class averaged fourteen years and ten months in 
age. The change in the course led to the graduating of two 
classes, one from a four years’ and one from a three years’ 
course. Thc exercises of both classes were excellent in char- 
acter and were witnessed by large audiences. The members.

This provision, which seemed ample, is 
often unequal] to the demand, many being obliged to wait or re- 
luctantly seek the card catalogue. 

Although the growth of our library is slow compared with that 
of some, we are reminded by each addition of new books that we 
shall be all too soon confronted with the problem of more room 
in which to bestow the card catalogue. 


THE REFERENCE LIBRARY 


Shows no gain in number of volumes. As before stated, 24 
volumes have been removed elsewhere, and the same number of 
new ones added. This leaves some room, which, it is hoped, will 
ere long be filled, even at the expense of a smaller outlay for the 
circulating department. 

The number of persons frequenting the reference library, chiefly 
pupils from the grammar and high schools, increases, and in spite 
of the greater percentage of fiction taken for home reading over 
last year, this indicates that all the leisure time out of school is 
not employed in reading for entertainment only. Our earnest, 
faithful public school teachers deserve all praise in arousing and
